DEMANDING MONEY WITH MENAGES. 

Tam Ming and Tam Fak vere charged’ 
with being armed and demuniing money 
with menaces, and also with robbery while 
ermed.

The Acting Attorney Genonl (Hon. A. 
J. Leach) suid tha case for the prosecution 
was that the prisoners, along with ton others 
armed, entered the shop of, Leung Shing, 
silveramith, in Square Street, about noon 
on the 6th March, three of thin, the,two 
priaonera and another man ‘ging into an 
inner room where the comylsinant was 
sitting and demanding 50 cents from bim. 
They said they were informers und that 
complainant kept a ‘f'ze-fa Toltery agency 
and must pay thonr30 cents aday, Com- 
plainant refuted togive them mything, and 
the first prisonor anatohed up81.50 which 
was lying on a tray and ut tl aame time 
drew a eword. Tho men thw turned to 
rush out of the shop when a scuffle took 
placo between them and the fokis of the 
shop, in the courso of which one of the lat- 
ter was wounded by a blow fom the first 
prisoner's sword. 

On the conclusion of the evidence for the 
prosecution, tho first prisonermade a long 
sistement in which he triedto make tho 
Court believe he was the vidim of a vile 
conspiracy. He said he assited the Go- 
vernmont ag an informer and Ind been the 
means of getting a great teny men ar- 
rested, aud was therefuro notquite so po- 
pular as ho might otherwiso hive been. It 
was for that reason that tho complainant 
and his friends had brought afalsc accusa- 
tion against him ‘and oppresod him, and 
he looked ta the Conrt ts redress hie 
wrongs. _ The complainant Yas Tze-fa 
dealer ofthe worst kind and had boasted 
that be was beyond the reach of informers, 
a8 he had capitalists at hie back representing 
several thousands of dollars, and had over 
a hundred shareholdera in the business 
and kept twenty fighting monfor the put- 
pose of dealing with informers.

THE G:‘VERNOR OF THE STRAITS 
AND THE PASTEUR 8YSTEM, 


Tv o recent meeting of tho Legislative 
Council of tho Straits Suitlements, Go- 
vernor Sir C. ©. Smith madsthe following 
apeoch :—Thore is a sabject which I shoukt 
wish to bring before the Cuueil and which 
is of great public interest. I was very 
much attracted on 8 eing the returns for 
last year of the cases of hydwphobia in the 
Colony. 
known elsewhere in any «ther portion of 
the British dominions. There can be no 
doubt that we should do all we possibly 
‘an to intrnduce any system found 
alaewhere yaluable in cases of hydrophobia. 
I, thorefure, sddreased the Secretary of 
State, and suggested tht advantage 
might be taken’ of Dr. Hampshire's 
(senior medical officer, Penang) presence 
in Europe, and that he should go to 
Paris to study the Pasterr “system ; and 
Thivo to-day recoived « biter informing 
me that, in accordance with my request, 
the Colonial Office bad commun cated with 
Dr Hampshire, and he is tego tu Paria to 
stndy the system. I leam that he very 
wisely, in the first instance, placed hitnaelf 


in communication with. Professor Horsley 
of the Brown, Inatitution, sho was sent to 
Paris at the instance of the President of 
the Lucal Government Bord to study the 
syatem, and has made miny experiments 
which confirmed Pasteur’ theory, ‘Tho 
report of:thuse experiments has been pre- 


sented to the Houses of Paciament, and tha|’ 


firat of them 8 that Lhe mrtality amongst 
persons bitten by rabid animals was reduc 
ed from forty-to four. There vas a quas- 
tion whether the system was. suitable to 
the Tropios where it had mver been tried, 
but Professor Horsley stad the prepara. 
tion of the virus in the olfmto of the Straits 
Settlements was quite possible, but it would 
entail special precautions, a8 tho lowest 
average temperature thereis above that re- 
yaired by M Pasteur. [very degree ol 
increased temperature in tho preparation 
of the virus modifies results. to what 
extent Professor Hortey could not 
atate, bat ML. Pasteur isd experiment 
ed on this poiut, and tuld give hit 
(Dr. Hampshire) the necessary in 
formation. The moistuse of the climate 
conld be overcome without! difficulty in the 
preparation of the virus. He added that 
the apparatua required jainexpensive and 
could be wrodified tu suit the condition o! 
the climate, but rabbits vould have to be 
im, orted. One station forall cases in tht 
Straite Settlement would suffice, as aix days, 
the time required to sucwssfully allow of 
the incgulated..virus. overtiking the puisot 
of bite from a rabid aimal, would b 
atople toallow of any patient being forward 
ed to the Central ‘Statin for treatment 
from any part of the S tthments.
